Near 
Marlon, Ark., Ella Llx and her four 
children were trying to make their 
way to Marion, for shelter, and while 
attempting to cross a railroad trestle 
the strong current overwhelmed the 
party and all perished.

child was a girl aged 16 and the young- 
est an infant of eight months.

fessions of Scott Jackson and Alonzo 
Walling were presented to Governor

across his, lap while Wagner cut her 
head off,

Now for the first time comes a con- 


fession prepared by Scott Jackson in 
tho Alexandria jail and signed also by 
Alonzo M. Walling. It is voluminous, 
somewhat evasive, and not a uttle 
foggy. 
. It is claimed this last confession was 
secured for a money consideration, the 
proceeds to go to the mothers of the 
condemned men. 


Its distinguishing characteristic is 


that it contradicts 
In almost every 


particular the theory of the 
defense 


In the long trials of each of these two 
men. 


During the trial witnesses were 


brought from Bellevue, Ky., a village 
Just above Newport, to prove that 
Jackson, Walling and Pearl Bryan 
•were seen in that village about noon 
on the Thursday before i 'ie murder. 
The defense attacked the veracity of 
John Foster, one of the 
AY Uncases, and 


tried to show that Druggist Foert- 
moycr, -a second witness, had told con- 
tradictory stories about seeing the 
murderers and their victim. 


Now in this confession the scene of 


the immediate preliminaries 
of 
the 


murder is transferred to Bellevue, Ky., 
on Wednesday and Thursday nights, 
Jan. 29 and 30, 1896.

Dr. Wagner of Bellevue, Ky.. is in- 


volved in the murder by the confes- 
Bl«n. At the time of the trial there 
was a trace of a rumor that Dr. Wag- 
ner might have had some complicity 
In the affair. 
Since that Urns he has 


been an inmate of the lunatic asylum 
.at Lexington, Ky. Mrs. Wagner still 
' persists that her husband was absent 


during that week, and furthermore 
that fhe never saw Jackson or Wall- 
Ing or P«arl Bryan, and in this her 
daughters join her. 


Should this attempt to implicate Dr. 


Wagner succeed in moving the gov- 
ernor, an indictment by a grand jury 
Would be expected to follow and a 
trial of Dr. Wagner, in which Jackson 
and Walling would be the only wit- 
nesses. ; By many this is regarded as 
tho motive of the whole thing.
